ILLIAM MCKINLEY will have only himself to 

blame if his election is endangered by a third 
ticket. Up to date he has cut a sorry figure before 
his countrymen. Whether his conduct is due to stupidity or to cowardice 
matters little, since it can have but one result. By deliberately ignoring 
the real issue and childishly pretending that the country is chiefly con- 
cerned about the restoration of his tariff-policy he is alienating a vast 
number of sound money Democrats. These Democrats are ready to 
ignore party ties and to vote for a candidate who stands for the preserva- 
tion of the national honor; but such a candidate must be honestly out- 
spoken in behalf of the present gold standard, and he must not affect to 
believe that this is not the main issue. Mr. McKinley has had ample 
opportunity to define his position, but he has wasted his time. Owing to his 
unsavory record upon the money question, a free and hearty confession of 
the gold faith was necessary to convince suspicious voters of his soundness ; 
but, instead of making and reiterating this confession, he has paltered and 
trimmed and given out his rusty platitudes about the ‘‘home market” 
and ‘gainful pursuits” and the greatness of the American people. There 
is but one explanation of this: instead of facing the issue manfully, 
he is trying to win silver votes by steadily refusing to commit himself 
to either side. It is true that the phrases ‘‘sound money” and ‘an 
honest dollar” fall plenteously from his lips; but it is also true that 
his windy opponent emits the same phrases with equal copiousness. 
The great body of sound money Democrats, hearing the same empty 
cant from both candidates, will logically decide that both men are equally

dangerous, and they will demand a candidate who is not afraid to de- 
clare his adherence to the gold standard in plain terms. No self- 
respecting Democrat can afford to vote for the creed of lunacy put up 
by the Chicago convention; but, equally, no self-respecting Democrat 
can vote for a candidate who is afraid to stand upon a gold platform. An 
honest, willing and clear-cut adherence to the platform of his party 
would have earned for Mr. McKinley the support of the rational men of 
both parties. His crawling evasion of this issue, if persisted in, must lose 
him thé larger part of that support. He is the kind of man who would 
have insisted in 1860 that a high tariff was the only remedy for the social 
disease of that period. There is a crisis at hand and it calls plainly fora 
man of firmness and integrity. Mr. McKinley in his pitiful effort to win 
votes under false pretenses shows his lack of both these qualities, and 
makes the nomination of a sound money Democrat imperative, if the 
spurious Democratic ticket is to be defeated. 


R. W. D. HOWELLS has been criticising the 
habit of tip-taking and giving, and the Lib- 
erty Dawn Association of Coach Drivers of New 
York City has taken offense thereat. Mr. Howells, it is said, has agreed 
to debate the proposition publicly with an officer of that association. It is 
easy to understand how the hypersensitive feelings of the Liberty Dawn 
members may have been grievously wounded by Mr. Howells’ plain 
speaking: ‘‘The acceptance of a tip,” he says, ‘* ranks coachman with a 
sturdy beggar, and is a swindle which lives from the despicable vanity of 
the giver to the detestable rapacity of the 'taker.”” Well may all hackmen 
feel alarm at such talk, If it became general it might embolden a few of 
their victims to resist the act of pillage which now inevitably terminates 
a business transaction with one of them. It is not easy, however, to 
comprehend Mr. Howells’ point of view. If he were not a notoriously 
delightful humorist we should promptly accuse him of a lack of humor. 
The most charitable supposition is, that in his earnest study of a grave 
problem of sociology he has forgotten his humor, —or else he has never 
braved the perils of a public hack. Has he ever sauntered up Broadway 
of a late evening and listened to the hoarse cry of the nighthawk as he 
falls upon his prey? They are no birds to talk ethics with. Has he ever 
selected a hackman with a peculiarly benignant and trustful face, — one 
who looked like a kind husband and good father, — only to learn in the 
end that he was a hardened pirate? If not, there is a rich and memorable 
experience awaiting him. And after he has gained it he will change the 
proposition for debate to this: ‘Is it right for a hackman to demand more 
than four times his legal fare; and is it wise for a plain citizen with a 
family to support to argue the matter with him if he does?” Be sure, 
Mr. Howells, that the bonus paid to a hackman does not spring from the 
‘¢ despicable vanity” of the giver, but from a natural and laudable desire 
to see his home and the faces of his dear ones again,

LIGHT FROM EGYPT. 


SOME 


































HE ANCIENT Egyptians had a currency 
based on cats and onions, both of 
which were sacred objects worshiped by 
the people. As there was some diffi- 
culty in storing the cats, and as the 
onion was liable to decay, a circulat- 
ing medium was provided of papy- 
rus strips, representing a certain 
number of cats and onions at a 
ratio of sixteen to one. This was 

a true double-standard system, 

and is believed to have been the 
origin of modern paper currency. 
For a time the cat-onion money cir- 
culated at par, but the historian, Faque 
Hur, records that about 963 B. C. a serious 
difficulty arose. New colonies had been estab- 
lished in the region of the Upper Nile, and the 
savage Nubians had been taught the arts of agri- 
culture. The rich black soil of the valley which 
they inhabited was especially suited to the growth of 
onions, and the production of those perfumed bulbs was 
soon enormously increased. Meanwhile the cat crop had only 
grown in the usual ratio, and the result was that with the de- 
mand for sacred animals in the new colonies at least thirty onions 
would be given for one cat. This brought the papyrus currency into dis- 
favor, and the ruling Pharaoh, Ram Bunkshus III, issued a royal order 
that cats should be the sole standard of value, and that onions should 
be issued only to the extent that they could be kept at par with the 
‘¢ caterwaulers,” as the unit of value was termed. 

This did not suit the onion growers, who at once started an 
agitation for the free and unlimited coinage of all onions at the good 
old ratio of their daddies. After passing 3,187,642 resolutions de- 
nouncing the horrible crime of 963 the onionites marched in a body to 
the palace of their Pharaoh, and demanded that the unjust law enacted 
at the instance of the cat-bugs should be repealed, and the bicatallic 
standard restored. Ram Bunkshus listened to them patiently and ans- 
wered: ‘Great, no doubt, was the wisdom of our ancestors. But I am 
in the wisdom business myself to some extent.
